RAILWAYS MUST ” 
FENCE PROPERTY 


As Constiuction Proceeds and Put 
in Gates and Cattle Guards— 
Twenty Foot Crossings. 


Ottawa, Ont., July 19.-—The tailway 
commission this morning issued an 
order regarding rural level crossings 
fis the result of complaints agatnst 
failway companies for non‘compl 
ance with the provisions of the sta- 
tute, regariing fences, cattle-guards 
and public highway croasings. It is 
ordered that all railway companies 
on or before January 1, 1910, shall 
erect and. maintain on each side of 
the right of Way fences of a minimum 
height of four feet six, with swing 
gates at farm crossings and cattle 
guards on highways at rail level. 
As to the lines not completed or opea 
open for traffic, these fences shail 
be erected and maintained before the 
railway shall be open for traffic. Ex- 
emptions may be made as the railway 
hoard deems proper. The width of 
approaches to rural crossings must 
be twenty feet of the road surface 
on main roads and sixteen on side- 
lines and bush roads.

As the result of the assuming of the 
complete supervision ef the’ power 
plant operation and constriction by 
City Commissioner McNaughion 
there have been extensive changes 
at that branch of the city work dur- 
ing the past week. 

It is understood that more then 
half of the permanent employees st 
the power-house have been dism szed 
by the commissioner in accordance 
with the action which he intimated 
at the council meeting sbout a week 
ago that he would take. Themen 
who weer dismissed are charged with 
being out of sympathy with the plant 
and with endeavormg to retard its 
operation in every possible way. 

When asked with reference to the 
reports on the etreet, Commissioner 
MeNaughton declined to diseuss the 
question, etating that it would be im 
proper for him to discuss the internal 
management of the extensive works 
now going on over when he had as- 
sumed control. 

Some Men Are Disioyal. 


At a previous council! meeting, how- 
ever, he spoke forcibly upon the con- 
dition of affairs at the power house. 
Hé then said that he was going to 
remove some persons not loyal to the 
plant and not loyal to himself. “‘I 
won't handle it while there are trai- 
tors in the camp,” he continued, 
“and I don’t propose to be dictated to 
by any understudies that are now 
working there. The construction 
work now in progress there is the 
biggest of its kind in Weetern Can- 
ada today and the men who will 
handle it must be men that I shall 
chose, I dont propose to have my 
actions criticized by the men on my 
staff.”” 

The men who have been dismissed 
have becn replaced by others chosen 
by Mr. McNaughton and known to be 
in sympathy with the effort to im- 
prove conditions, 

The city council have expressed 
themeéelves as being s@tisfied with the 
efforts made by the commissioner to 
remedy the existing conditions. 

Investigation Not Yet Begun.

Toronto, July 19—After two months 
in England canvassing the money 
merkets and selling bonds, William 
Mackenzie, president of the Canadian 
Northern and controfler of a dozen 
other enterprises, returned home to 
Toronto yesterday more  optimiatie 
than ever and with ten million dollars 
to develop his Canadian _ railroads, 
also a new scheme for a line across 
old Ontatio from Nigara river to 
Hawkesbury, to connect with the Que- 
bee Canadian Northern. 

With regard to the London money 
market Mr. Mackenzie said that 
money rates were still very low and 
he could see nothing that would 
cause any considerable atrengthening 
of the market in the near future, 

Mr. Mackenzie said: “The market 
was in a receptive condition for new 
issues, and all Canadian loans which 
were put on while IT was there went 
very well, We intended that our of- 
fering of debenture stock ‘covering 
the proposed western lines and guar- 
anteed by the prairie provinees should 
be offered at 99, but the Grand Trunk 
Pacific fours had just been sold at 
97, " 

“We must keep on Luilding and so 
we must keep on -borrowing,”’ said 
Mr. Mackenzie, “and when you go 
for anything, even to borrow, it is 
very satisiactory to get what you 
want.” : 

As to his own enterprises Mr. Mae. 
kenzie said that the Canadian Nor- 
thern would build between four and 
five hundre&é miles of new linea in 
the west thie summer. The duilding 
of new lines in the west would have 
to be proceeded with rapidly as the 
country developed Manitoba was 
pretty well served with railroads now, 
he said, but farther west there were 
great offerings 

Mr. Mackenzie will make an inspee 
tion of the western Canadian North 
ern lines within « short time. The 
Canadian Northern would take care of 
its portion of the coming pumper crop, 
he said, incidentally, 

Mr. Mackenzie intimated that the 
coming divident on Rio of whieh he 
is chairman, might be four per cent.

MONTREAL TO ENFORCE 
EARLY CLOSING LAW 


But Shopkeepers Who Have Been 
Worsted in Courts May Go to the 
Privy Council. 


Montreal, July 19—The city council 
resolved this afternoon by a three- 
quarters majority to take immediate 
steps to enforce the long disputed 
early closing bylaw, and  advertise- 
ment to this effect will be published 
in the city papers with notice that 
the bylaw will go into effect the fol- 
lowing day. The bylaw ecrders that 
all shops and stores in the city be 
closed every Wednesday and Thurs- 
day night at seven o’clock, not to be 
opened until five o'clock the follow- 
ing morning. Exemption is made in 
the case of saloons, cigar, fruit and 
ice cream stores, ete, The bylaw was 
originally passed three years ago and 
met with much opposition from the 
storekeepers, It has ‘been fought 
through the courts since then and the 
present action is based upon a de- 
cision of the Supreme court that such 
legislation is within the city’s power. 
It is expected that the fight will now 
” carried to the privy council. 


Boy Killed by Horse. 


Tofield, July 17—Eldom Hallberg,eleven 
years old, was sent last Sunday for the 
horses half a mile away by his father, 
Obediently he complica with his father’s 
requést as he always did, little realizing 
that the call to the great beyond was 
close at hand. When amongst the bunch 
of animals and about to catch one the 
animal suddenly wheeled and gave the 
poor boy a vicious kick in the abdomen, 
No cries for help cowald reach the ears 
of assistance and the brave little lad, 
unable to walk, crawltd and rolled his 
suffering body over the half mile to the 
door of his home. His being so long ‘n 
returning caused his father some anx- 
iety and he had in the meantime gone 
out in search of the lid and the horses, 
Not finding him he returned te find the 
boy lying olmost umoonscions at the 
door, Word was immediately sent out 
to Chipman and Dr. Archer was tele- 
phoned for who come down at once, An 
examination revealed the sad fact that 
nothing could be dome to pull the boy 
through, internal being such 
that surgical aid was powerless to rem 
edy them, At 3 p.m, on Tuesday he

Saskatoon, Sask., July 19.—Charlea 
Merry Gelsham died at the penitent 
form of the Salvation Army here yes- 
terday afternoon as the result of tak- 
ing @ quarter ounce of chrystaltiged 
strychnine. He had formerly been a 
member of the army, but backsalid, 
He was a Barnado boy, lived former. 
ly in Elkhorn, and was here four 
months. Three months ago, he toox 
up with a girl whom he intended ty 
marry, but she was not a member, 
and he left the ranke of the army. 
The girl had promised to marry him, 
but last week they had a tiff that was 
made up. Yesterday morning she lett 
him on the street. He went to her 
house, but she would not see him, 
He then bought poison, and went to 
the army meeting, leaving the hall a 
few minutes before penitenta were 
calied for, he took the poison, re. 
turned to the hall and died at the 
penitent form. He was a very :teady, 
industrious and honest fellow and his 
death caused a great sensation,

SUFFOCATED IN LIQUID MUD. 
But Jury Uncertain Whether by Ac- 
cident or as, the Result of Foul 
Play. 


Swift Current, July 19—The coron- 
er’s jury today after @ third sitting to 
inquire into the death of~Dave Bl- 
lams, found dead in a pond at his 
home at Saskatehewan Landing, on 
July fourth, brought in a verdict that 
death was due to suffocation through 
inhaling liquid mud, They were un- 
able to determine whether death was 
due to an accident or murder, but 
they advithd a further investigation 
by the police, What appeared in some 
ways to be a sequel of the case, was 
the sudden death by poisoning of Jack 
Griffth, a man who was at Ellam’s 
place the day before he did, and who 
Was the last man who saw him alive. 
They had ‘both beem drinking heavily 
that day, 

Instead of going home a week ago 
today, afte rthe second sitting of the 
jury he stayed here and drank con- 
siderable. Friday Jast, he went to 
the former's place, a mile from here, 
where he had his effects stored, and 
took three bottles {rom 4 dresser, One 
contained laudanum, another aconite, 
and the third carbolic, although it 
was labeled in red ink “pure aleoho!.”’ 
He did not move ten feet from the 
place he drank the poison, The cor-

In any ease, he will not 
leave Watsons without hearing of the 
Little Manitou Jake, a sheet of water 
twelve miles long, every drop of which 
is credited»with being mineralized and 
possessing wonderful curative powers 
for skin diseases. At Scott he eannot 
depart without news of the latest thing 
in land settlement, for here the Lux 
Land Co. of St. Paul operates, eon- 
ducts its land-seekers hither in special 
ears, drives them to the rich Tramp- 
ing Lake district in automobiles and 
eatriages, and when they have pur- 
chased their share of the company’s 
150,000-acre tract, ‘brings them all in 
with their effects by special train. 

Great Days in Scott. 

There have lbeen great days in Seott, 
theugh it is‘iless than a year old, and

Whole Alphabets of Stations. 

But why try to catalogue the sta- 
tions on the Grand Trunk Pacific? 
This company, the latest to enter the 
transcontinental field, has ‘brought in- 
to use ideas never dreamed of before. 
It is Saying out Prince Rupert, its 
Pacitic terminus, on model lines, Tt 
is giving a ‘track with a minimum of 
grade and curves, and a roadbed that 
would’ shame many a railroad twenty 
years old; its section gangs are already 
increased for betterment work and 
its ballasting trains are as busy as 
traffic will allow. It carries out its 
new dominion in its own way, builds 
its stations as fast as it can and as 
traffie warrants them. It carries a 
new addition to train officialdom in 
the person of a train agent, who gives 
information os well as collects tickets 
in a gentlemanly way, leaving the con. 
ductor to see that the train keeps 
moving. But the crowning inhova- 
tion is the naming of stations, There 
are a hundred of them from Winnipeg 
to Wainwright, and some of the names 
are feartally and wonderfully made. 
We s¢¢ the method in their madness, 
on second look, when we find that the 
station names, with (hut a few excep- 
tions, run in alphalbetical order, and 
alphabet is exhausted several times 
in the performance. *Thére may be 
little rhyme im such a string of words 
as Fenwood, Goodeve,-Hubbard, Ituna, 
Jasmin Kelliher, Leron and Mostyn. 
but as fnost of us know as little about 
new nemes on the G. T. P. as we 
once did of ‘A, B, C, and D the form- 
ality is a useful one, at least until th: 
press of Mostyn 6o villifies the com- 
munity of Kelliher that people refuse 
to live in it, and the post offiee and 
elevators are all that reniain.

SHAH DEPOSED. 


Persian Ruler Succeeded By Twelve 
Year Old Son. 


St. Petersburg, July 17.—The Rus- 
sian foreign office last night reveived 
a dispatch from M. Sabelin, charge 
d'affaires at Teheran, filed at noon, 
saying that the shah had taken refuge 
at the Russian summer legation + 
Zerzende. 

After much fighting throughout the 
night the royalist troops outside the 
city retreated to Sultanabad. The 
shah and two of his sons immediately 
left the palace and drove hurriedly to 
the Russian legation, escorted by 200 
soldiers, The Russian government 
day or two ago instrucied its minister 
at Teheran, to grant the shah asylum 
should. he ask it. But at the same 
time it gave notice that the fact of 
his seeking the protection of the Rus 
sian legation would be considered 
equivalent to his having been deposed 
from the throne. The arrival there 
was expected and M. Sabelin, the act- 
ing minister, and the staff of the le 
gation, received them with a guard 
of honor of Russian Cossacks, form- 
ing the permanent legation » guard 
The Russian and British flags floated 
side by side on the roof of the lega 
tion. 

Sultan Ahmed Mirza, the new 
shah, ip 12-years old, He was de 
clared heir apparent when his father 
ascended the throne. Sipaldar, one 
of the most active leaders of the 
movement, has taken office as minis- 
ter of War and governor Teheran. It 
is expécted that Russian troops now 
at Kasvin will return shortly to Rus, 
sia, as their presence in Teheran is 
not needed. No decision has been 
veached as to the disposition of the 
dethroned monarch, but it is probable 
he will be banished, and sent cut of 
the country under a Russian escort 

The shops and privateehouse occu 
pied by the Shah’s soldiers and the 
residence of the manager of the Indo 
Telegraph Company have been looted, 
but no other homes of foreigners were 
invaded. Fighting between the com- 
batants ceased yesterday, but there 
was much firing in the morning by 
the rongh element of the city. ~ With 
the exception of desultory firing by a 
handful of loyal Bekhtiaris in a lane 
near the British legation, Teheran is 
quiet tonight. 

The townspeople are taking calmly 
the sudden change in rulers while 
the Nationalists are resting after four 
days of incessant fighting in the 
streets of a strange town. Russian 
and British legation guards are sta- 
tioned at the Russian legation, where 
the Shah has sought safety, and the 
Cossacks have guns around the build 
ing as a precaution against a possible 
attack by the Nationalists, who say, 
however, that they have no intention 
of taking a step which might cause 
serious complications. 


TO WARD OFF AGE. 


French Savant Says He Has Verified 
Theory Regarding Life. 


London, July 17.—As a result of the 
investigations at St. Mary’s Hospital. 
London, Dr. Distaso, of Paris, says he 
has verified the theory of Professor 
Methnikoff that old age can be warded 
off. It will be recalled that Pro- 
fessor Methnikoff declared it to be his 
conviction a couple of years ago that 
the large intestine was the breeding 
place of the majority of harmtu! 
germs in the human body, and when 
this intentine was removed the ma- 
jority of germs remaining in the 
body were beneficial, with the result 
that life was prolonged, Dr. Dis- 
taso’s convictions were directed to 
comparing the germs found in the nor- 
mal individuals and in those whose 
large intestine had beer removed by 
operations. He so satisfied himself 
by hig studies of the truth of Pro- 
fessor Methnikoff’s theory {that he 
unhesitatingly says that every child 
ought to have its large intestine and 
appendix removed when two ot three 
years old, 

"He further affirms that almost every 
chronie disease can be traced to the 
act of these intestinal germs, among 
others heart disease, arterial sclerosis 
and moet kinds of headaches. Every: 
body would get along better without 
the big intestine, but those who are 
inclined to submit to an operation 
for its removal ought, if they want to 
live long, to eat very little meat, once 
daily being plenty, with green vege 
tables and other vegetables at other 
meals. Water should be drunk abun 
dantly throughout the day, but no 
tea, coffee or spirits, although a little 
diluted wine could be aliowed with 
meals, Eggs are dangerous poison 

They decompose within the iniestines 
exactly as they do outside, and afford 
an excellent breeding place for male- 
ficient germs.

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THE AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE 


{Editor Bulletin: 


Sir,—The excellent siatement of the 
board principles upon which a fas 
ulty of agriculture should be includ- 
ed in a modern unriversity ts given in 
your editorial column of July 3rd, 
causes me to feel that any special 
contribution I can make regarding 
the experience of a single state is 
almost unnecessary Still, as con 
crete evidence sometimes appeals 
more effectively than the egneraliza- 
tions based upon it, perhaps your 
readers will be interested in a short 
account of my recent interview with 
4D. E. W. Hilgard, Emeritus Professor 
of Agriculture in the University of 
California atid ex-dean of the Colleg: 
of Agriculture Professor Hilgar(| 
has spent practically all of his long 
life in the service of agriculture and 
is generally looked to in this stat 
as the leading authority on most 
topics connected with that important 
industry. 

Just a word here on Dr. Hilgard’s 
main work as an agricultural expert 
"It hae been in the line of soil analy- 
technical branch, 


sis, a peculiarly 
requiring the highest specialize d 
training of the university man in or 


der to secure accurate results. When 
Professor Hilgard began his work in 
California 36 years ago, and talked of 
soil analysis, he was regarded in the 
farming districts as an aimiable luna 
tie. Today, now that his work in the 
laboratories of the university has 
added millions of aollars to the an 
iva) income of the state, his lunacy, 
is considered to have been more prac- 
tical than tl y which condemn 
ed it, 

Professor Hilgard informed me that 
the College of Agriculture had been 
operating as an integral part of t 
‘university for forty years, during 
thirty-five of whics had himself 
presided over the work of the college 
He was surprised t that it

whould have been i that the 
union was a failure and had had ©o 
“be dissolved. It was true that v2 
casional attempts at separation had 


+been made, but they had always been 
connected with movement ‘n 
‘practical pelitics,”” and had never 
been endorsed by the sound thought 
of either the rural or urban popula- 
‘tion The familiar arguments, said 
the professor, upon such occasions, 
(1) Tnat the members of the

were 

faculty of the College of Agriculture 
were dreamers, cumancers, and not 
‘practical’ men; (2) that the stu 


dents graduated from the College .f 
Agriculture and went into any profes- 
sion rather than agriculture; (3) that 
the students of the College of Agricul 
ture were looked down upon by the 
other students. With regard to (1) 
the single work of reclaiming by 
scientific methods the alkali lands of 
California had shown how practical 
the so-caled dreamers were, As for 
(2) the iecords of the college showed 
deciseively that an overwhelming per- 
centage of its graduates took up agri- 
culture as their life-work, not al 
sways upon the farm, but more cs 
pecially in different lines of scientitie 
agricultural investigation, for workers 
in which there was a demand quite 
‘beyond the supply. The’ third argu- 
ment, that of anobbishness manifest- 
ed by other students towards those 
in the College of Agriculture, seemed 
to him a very strange reason to advo 
cate for separation, as any class ‘eel 
ing which might exist would only 
be officia ly sealed by differentiating 
the colleges 

Professor Hilgard did not think the 
efact of the Agricultural College being 
combined with the general scheme of 
a university located in or hear a 
city had anything to do with the 
movement citywards from the coun- 
try. The real rush away from the 
farm to city life, he believed, oc 
curred not among college-trained agri 


culturists, who took back to their 
agricultural work the stimulus of a 
broader education, out among the 


farm boys who got no intellectual op- 
portunity, and so, wearying of farm 
routine, dropped the solid substance 
of an honorable employment for per- 
carious livelihood in the towns 

When asked as to the true aim of 
a modern college of agriculture, Dr 
Hilgard stated that in his opinion 
it should be to produce leaders +f 
scientific agricultural thought, quali 
fied to instruct and to advise, men 
thoroughly acquainted with the prac 
tical details of agriculture (preferably 
through early training on the farm), 
but beyond that experts in the most 
modern methods of scientific agricul- 
tural investigation, Great care 
should be taken to have people under- 
stand clearly the distinction between 
a university faculty of agriculture on 
the one hand, and a school of techni 
cal agricultural instruction on the 
other 

Profesor Hilgard summed up for 
me briefly the work of the College of 
Agriculture under these heads: (1) 
Instruction to regular students in the 


college; (2) Addresses and = short 
courses at farmers’ institutes; (3) 
Maintenance of experiment stations 


at strategic points in the state; (4) 
Experment by collaboration with in 
dividual ‘armers; (5) Correspondence: 
with farmers on special proolems; 
(6) Soil, water, and fertilizer analysis 
It is interesting to notice here that 
ethe agricultural department of the 
university last year printed 70,000,000 
‘pages of literature for the instruction 
of the farmers of the state and an- 
ewered 15,000 letters of inquiry. The 
satisfaction of the farming commun- 
ity with the work of the college, said 
Professor! Hilgard, was amply demon- 
sstrated by the very cordia! resolutions 
of appreciation and confidence whica 
the institutes invariably passed befo. 
dissolving 

1 anked Professor Hilgard in the 
last pluee what in his opinion was 
the trend of modern scientific agricul 
tural thought with regard to this 
“question. of amalgamation or separe 
tion. He replied that the trend was

OWing, however, to the cumplaints of 
the farming community, that the gen- 
eral education given at the College of 
Agriculture was inferior and insuf- 
ficient, the state had found it neces 
sary to duplicate in effect, the work 
of the state university by establish 
ing parallel departments at the agrt-

to Latin. Professor Hilgard thought 
experience and economy were all 
against separation

TO CAPTURE TRADE 


Worked Too Hard for Development of 
Canadian Trade With the Orient— 
Other Pewers Complain. 


London, July 20—The Canadian As- 
sociated Press understands that very 
strong letters have been sent from 
the Colonial office to the British am- 
bassador at Tokio pointing out that 


the advocacy of a T. R. Preston, tate 
Canadian commissioner for @irect 
trade between Canada and Japan 


without the intermediary of the for- 
eign middleman, has had a very dis- 
turbing effect in commercial circles 
of the Orient, These representations 
the C.-A. P. believes have been trans- 
mitted to Ottawa as somplaints 
against Preston making Canadian 
trade interests of greater importance 
than the genera) interests of foreign- 
ers in the east. 

Ottawa, July 20—Oomplaints have 
been received by the government from 
the British colonia] office and British 
ambassador at Tokio regarding the 
methods adopted by W. T. R. Preston 
lately Canadian trade commissioner 
in the Orient, while working to es- 


tablish and develop Canada’s trade 
with Japan. Mr. Preston, who is at 
present in Ottawa, when seen this 


orning, said that when he went there 
he began to push Canada’s interests, 
which was hie ‘business. He found 
himself up against the whole foreign 
commercial element, particularly that 
oi Great Britain, Germany and the 
United States. It was not only, he 
said, that they objected to Japan buy- 


ing from Canada what she had ‘been), 


purchasing from them, but that they 
teared the application of larger prin- 
ciples to the disturbance of the pre- 
sent condition of trade, Mr. Preston 
said the agents for foreign commercial 
powers indulged in a campaign of 
abuse ot himeelf which lasted for 
months, and also complained to their 
several governments but the Japanese 
got tired of it and the only result was 
good for Canada in that this country 
got enough advertisement to make her 
as well known from Tokio to Hong 
Kong as any other commercial power.
